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DAY BY DAY EDUCATION 
A Columbia Univ ersity professor of philosophy 
has detected the grav e fallacy in the popular 
idea th a t the education of children and of y oung 
people can prov ide a guarantee for a desirable 
q uality of adult life and citizenship. 
It is a m istake to suppose th a t childhood learn­ 
ing can prepare the indiv idual to cope with the 
problems of m ature life. The reason so m any per­ 
sons fail to cope with the problems th a t come 
with m aturity is because they stopped learning 
when they “stopped school”. 
Genuine public education is something more 
th an a public school and college education. It is 
a m atter of adults tackling the business of shap­ 
ing and reshaping their present env ironm ent and 
becoming m asters of themselv es in the process. 
Under present conditions it appears necessary 
to look bey ond the schools for agencies of adult 
education. But adults should be able to look be­ 
y ond the schools and teach themselv es. They are 
giv en the power to reason for th a t purpose. Adult 
schooling is found in books, newspapers, m aga­ 
zines, public forums, museums, trav el and think­ 
ing. 
Learning confined to adolescence leav es an a t­ 
titude toward life essentially distorted. The world 
is mov ing so rapidly th at adult education is a 
life-tim e, not a periodical, undertaking. 


HIGH TIDE OF ACTIVITY 
As July and August are the high tide of out­ 
door life, so January and February are the peak 
of social and organization activ ities. The land 
resounds with the music of dances, the hum of 
social conv ersation, the cheerful efforts of phil­ 
anthropy . 
Through these m id-w inter m onths, the people 
are carry ing on a host of activ ities th a t giv e 
them happiness, and which aid countless benefits 
to the community . 
W hatev er faults the American people hav e, 
there is no danger th at they will stagnate. The 
bears and the wolv es may hibernate in winter, 
and liv e only semi-concious liv es. In some remote 
countries, the people do likewise. B ut those cool 
m onths put the energy of life into our people. 
They carry on countless useful *activ ities for 
which they would lack spirit amid the heats of 
summer.

“hundreds of millions of dollars” 
of .federal funds had been re­ 
ceiv ed and spent w ithout proper 
accounting. 
He said this lack of auditing 
was traceable to the practice of 
such gov ernm ent-owned agen­ 
cies as the Home-Owners Loan 
Corporation, the Electric Home 
and Farm Authority and the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Cor­ 
poration of handling their funds 
in special checking accounts out­ 
side the budget.

during recent m onths show tha t 
they are due to a v ariety of 
causes. Failure to observ e cau­ 
tion and warning signs, speed­ 
ing, 
passing 
on 
curv es 
and 
grades, improper lighting, reck­ 
less driv ing and failure to signal 
for stops and turns are frequent­ 
ly listed as causing accidents. 
The State Highway Commis­ 
sion is spending many thousand 
dollars a y ear for caution and 
warning signs along the state 
highway sy stem calling the a t­ 
tention of m otorists to some pos­ 
sible hazard ahead; for the in ­ 
stallation of flashing signals at 
railroad crossings, and for m ark­ 
ing centerlines and places where 
limited 
sight 
distance 
makes 
passing dangerous. 
In the construction of roads, 
bridges and grade separations, 
the engineers are giv ing ev ery 
attention to safety and much of 
the activ ity of recent y ears has 
centered on the elim ination of 
sharp curv es, steep grades and 
other safety hazards resulting 
from increased speeds. Widened 
rights-of-way , 
elim ination 
of 
ditches a/nd fences close to the 
trav eled section of the highway 
hav e been another contribution 
to greater motoring safety . 
Unless the indiv idual m otorist 
will observ e the signs and sig­ 
nals placed along the highway s 
for his safety , will operate a t 
such speeds as assure his hav ing 
control of the v ehicle in an 
emergency , and will driv e in ac­ 
cordance with the Golden Rule, 
all the engineering and enforce­ 
m ent efforts can do little to in­ 
crease safety and reduce acci­ 
dents.
